two children by Lambert; Gersham born 29 July 1664 and 
Abigail born 29 Dec.1665. This is taken from Early 
Settlers of Rowley, Mass., page 221. This same ref- 
erence says Anthony married Abigail "as his second 
wife" and that they were later of Bradford where two 
daughters were born to them. These Lambert children 
were baptized in Salem as Ashby children 12 June 1670 
after their mother had married Anthony Ashby. So, 
Anthony's wife died and he married Abigail Hutchinson 
sometime between 6 Nov.1667 when Lambert was buried 
and 12 June 1670 when her children were baptized as 
Ashby children. 

As stated above, Anthony left Salem in 1671. 
After he had been so prominent in the affairs of the 
city, for the town meeting to turn down his applicat- 
ion for a license in favor of Joseph Gardner upset him 
so that he sold the tavern and left. Just where he 
moved to we cannot say, but it was likely that he went 
to Bradford, Mass. at once, as the Bradford Vital 
Records give an account of two daughters being born 
to them: Sarah born 15 Dec.1672 and dau. born 20 Dec. 
1674. 

Next we have record of Anthony in 1677 in Rowley 
“in Abel Langley's tithing man's district". 

The history of New London, Conn. page 264 gives, 
“Anthony Ashby: At Mystic 1688 and perhaps earlier". 
The author was listing new inhabitants that came 
between 1670 and 1700. Page 351 of the same reference 
tells of him settling in New London east of the river 
and says: "He was on jury of the county court in 
1690. His two daughters, Mary and Hannah, united with 
the church in New London in 1694. His decease took 
place before 1708. Anthony Jr., collector for the 
east side in 1696, died in 1712. 


Danver's History Society, Vol.12, page 93 gives 
the following: 

"On June 16,1704, Deliverence Walcott, widow, 
and her brother, Joseph Putnam, both of Salem, bought 
of Anthony Ashby Jr. of New London, Conn., twenty 
acres at the village, given him by his father and 
mother-in-law on account of the will of Richard Hutch- 
inson dated Jan. 19, 1679, which was part of Major 
Hathorne's farm." This tells us that Anthony Jr. was

not Abigail's son, but that he was a son of Anthony 
by his first wife. Researchers tell me that "mother- 
in-law" and "step-mother" were often used interchan- 
geably. 

Savage, page 67, tells us that "Edward Ashby 
of Beverly, freeman 1683, may be son also of Anthony", 
If this is so, then he couldn't have been Abigail's 
son and be old enough to be a freeman in 1683 as he 
couldn't have been over fourteen years old. But 
placing him as Anthony's child of his first wife fits 
in correctly. 

As to Benjamin Ashby, baptized 15 June 1684, 
Perley's History, page 318, Vol.2, places him as a 
son of Anthony and Abigail. Essex Antiquarian Vol. 
IV, page 56, says his son Benjamin Jr. married Eliza- 
beth Priest 10:27:1700. If he were son of Abigail 
he couldn't have been over 31 years old when his son, 
Benjamin Ashby Jr., was married. If we place him as 
son of Anthony's first wife, all dates and events fit 
in correctly. With these facts in mind, the writer 
places this family as follows:

Of these twenty-five 
Surety Barons, only seventeen have descendants living to the present day." It is quite likely others of 
the seventeen are also our ancestors. Also note that King John is an ancestor.)

If you will add the number of ancestors as here 
shown for each generation, you will have the number of 
progenators you have had during this period. You can 
readily see that this is impossible and that many of 
these people would have to be counted many, many thous- 
and times, as Louis I is counted twice. 

You can see how impractical it would be to continue 
back to Ceasars (100 B.C.) or to the first Russian 
Czars or to Ruth and Boaz or to Abraham of old, yet th- 
ese are all your ancestors. 

Notice the position on the list where William the 
Conqueror is placed. He is only one out of the 
536,870,912 ancestors of mine in that generation. I 
would have a hard time listing all in that generation 
even if I knew them. 

This long list here may be counted many times if 
our chart were complete. We all have about the same 
number of forefathers; some have a few listed and sear- 
ched out. Indeed, no one can guess how many tangled 
lines lead down to him from Robert Bruce or Mark Antony. 

There are millions of wonderful people in your 
background. Let me give a diary entry by Rev. Joseph 
Green of Salem, Mass. 

"Aug.12,1700. I went to a Fast at Ipswich upon 
ye (the) account of ye drouth. At night showers of 
rain, 

Aug.16. It rained plentifully in answer to prayer. 

July 25, 1704. Great need for showers of rain 
daily, but none comes. 

July 26. Sweltering weather, less show of rain 
than have been these several days. I went to Beverly 
to a Fast, on ye account of ye drought. I began, Mr. 
Noyes preached and prayed. In the afternoon my father, 
Gerrish, began and prayed. Mr. Blowers preached and 
concluded. Before Mr. Noyes had done praying ye rain 
came down at once on ye meetinghouse, to ye great sur- 
prise of ye assembly. 

God unstoped the bottles of Heaven so that ye 
promise was fulfilled to us--65th Isiah 24th--and at 
night we were detained an hour by the rain; and when 
I came home the road was full of water." 
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OUR JEWISH LINEAGE 


It would be very shocking to many of the English 
speaking peoples to learn they have the blood of 
Judah in their veins; but the fact remains that pract- 
ically all Europeans and Americans, including most of 
the Royal Families of Europe, trace their descent to 
the twin sons of Judah. It may be that these Jewish 
lines were more faithful in keeping their records, 
or it may be that time has been more kind in preserv- 
ing their records. 

The Bible gives us long lists of the descendants 
of the different sons of Isaac. And without any 
doubt, if one follows his history one cannot fail to 
believe that the tribes have been quite well inter- 
mixed during all these intervening centuries. But as 
to your Jewish connections, read carefully this 
Genealogy. At any rate, I have been able to find no 
other direct connection back to the beginning except 
through Judah. 


Here are the highlights of an interesting story 
by Mary Poulter Speierman, telling of the migrations 
of part of the tribes of Israel, which is very sig- 
nificant: 

"History tells us that at the death of Solomon, | 
about 975 B.C., the Israelite Nation was divided into 
two kingdoms which were never reunited. About 720 B.C. 
these people were carried captive to Assyria and 
placed in different provinces, and thereafter but 
little was known of their lives. But before the 
destruction of Assyria and the complete annihilation 
of the great city of Nineva, the Israelites were given 
their freedom. 

"Some sought a new home. They followed the 
River Euphrates to its head, northward, across the 
Caucassus mountains passing through Southern Russia, 
into the great river valleys of Hungaria, and on 
Northward until they reached the Baltic Sea, between 
Russia and Germany. This likely took a number of 
years, and no doubt colonies of discontented ones 
remained along the way. 

"The tribe of Ephraim was most headstrong and it 
is thought most of them separated from the main body 


and followed the coast Westward. They drove out the 
inhabitants of Northern Germany and Scandinavia and 
became the dreaded Vikings of Northern Europe. The 
main body of the tribes continued onward to the North- 
east through Russia." 


If this story be true (and it could be) the follow- 
ing fits in well: 

For centuries the Vikings were the scourge of 
Northern Europe. Finally a colony settled in North- 
ern France, or Normandy, and became the Normans. 

One of them, William the Conqueror, took over England 
and divided it among his men. He was a wise ruler, 
and did many things for the good of the country. 

One thing was to cause a census to be taken, which 

is today the earliest authentic record of the country. 

Many of our ancestors were among the followers of 
William the Conqueror; so you can see that without 
doubt we are all descendants of Ephraim, although 
direct connections may not be made. The bdood of 
Ephraim was well distributed from Hungaria to Bavaria 
and to Germany and Italy, as well as through all 
Northern Europe. 

If you will turn to page 58 and study the "NUMBER 
OF ANCESTORS CHART" you will not doubt that we do 
have for ancestors people from every tribe found in 
Europe. There were many times more ancestors than 
the total population of all the world! Some of these 
ancestors are in that position many thousand times.

Following is a story on the lighter side: 
John Badger's father was a native of England. He was 
wealthy and had business for John to transact in 
Scotland. John met Mary McFarland while there, with 
whom he fell in love, but his father, with that pre- 
judice which the English felt for the Scots at that 
time, forbid the association. 

The brothers—-John, Joseph, and Elephalet--were 
sent to America where they settled in Nottingham, 
N. H. But the precaution of the father was defeated. 
Mary followed her lover to America, and they were 
married in Maine. They moved around some but finally 
came to live in Salem, Canada. The swell of land on 
which they lived has since been called "Badger Hill". 

They moved into their cabin the spring of 1739 
and raised a family of two boys and two girls.

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BRITAIN 


I feel that I must give a few bits of choice des- 


cription of the early Britains at about the time of 
Christ when Caesar visited them. So many of our anc- 
estry came from England, and even Caesar himself is 
our progenitor: 

"Their houses were rather rudely built, formed of 
wicker and plastered with mud; and their cities con- 
sisted of a number of these huts arranged without 
order, and surrounded by a deep ditch. 

The costume of the ancient Britains was equally 
primitive, being made from the spoils of the chase. 

We are told that in preparing for war, they were 
accustomed to throw off these skins and display with 
pride their tall, muscular bodies, tattooed in deep 
blue lines, as the British sailors still do. 

They were a handsome athletic race, wearing their 
hair long, and the mustache upon the upper lip also 
long and flowing." 


One Chiefton whom the Roman invaders captured and 
took to Rome, in his speech before the Roman Senate 
gave us an insight into the life of the Britain. It 
was Caradoc, a battle hero at home, who saved his own 
life by his heroism when in chains: 

"Had my government in Britain been directed solely 
with a view to the preservation of my hereditary dom- 
ains or the aggrandizement of my own family, I might © 
long since have entered this city an ally, not a 
prisoner; nor would you have disdained for a friend a 
king descended from illustrious ancestors and the 
sovereign of many nations. My present condition, 
striped of its former majesty, is as adverse to me as 
it is a cause of triumph to you. What then? I was 
lord of men, horses, arms, and wealth: what wonder if 
at your demand I refuse to resign them? Does it follow 
that, because the Romans aspire to universal dominion, 
every nation is to accept the vassalage they would 
impose? I am now in your power: betrayed, not conquer- 
ed. Had I, like others, yielded without resistance, 
where would have been the name of Caradoc? And where 
your glory? Oblivion would have buried both in the 
same tomb. Bid me live, and I shall survive forever 
in history as one example at least of Roman clemency."

Another speech which tells much of the character 
of the British is that delivered by the widow Boad- 
icea to her army after she had been cruelly treated 
and robbed of all her property: 

"TI rule not over beasts of burden as are the 
effeminate nations of the East, nor over tradesmen 
and traffickers, nor like the man-woman Nero, over 
slaves; but I rule over Britains, little versed in 
craftiness and diplomacy, it is true, but born and 
trained to war; men who in the cause of liberty 
willingly risk their lives, their lands, and their 
all. Queen of such a race, I implore your aid for 
freedom, for victory! Never let a foreigner bear 
rule over me or my country-men! Never let slavery 
reign in this island!" 


We are much interested in Britain. We have so 
much in our lives that is British—-our blood lines, 
our political institutions, our habits, and way of 
life. 

It is not known when the British Isles were 
settled. In the days of Noah and his grandson, 
Nimrod, and the Tower of Babel, Genesis tells us: 
"And from thence did the Lord scatter them abroad 
upon the face of ALL the earth." 


Josephus also tells us how the people were scat- 
tered throughout all the land, and to the islands of 
the sea and to the lands beyond the sea. 


John S. Warts in "Magna Charta"™ says: "Druidism 
was introduced into England more than two thousand 
years before Christ by HuGadarn, the Mighty, the 
first colonizer of Britain." 


Here is one of the teachings of the Druids:

Andreas Garr was 47 years of age when he started 
for America with his company of 300 people. He was a 
man of mature judgment, guided by religious principles 
and devout understanding. The company left Bavaria 
for the New World in April 1732. They had a long land 
voyage to make, and then the Atlantic Ocean to cross. 

This company landed in Philadelphia; then settled 
in Germantown; and later moved to Virginia. Their 
travels took them about seven months. These people 
were staunch Christians. When the Roman Catholic 
church became so corrupt and Martin Luther led the 
break, he found them ready to follow his teachings. 


A descendant of Andreas Garr in later years stat- 
ed the situation well: 

"What called this man, more than a century and a 
half ago to leave his native land; forsake his home, 
the graves of his household, and his loved church; to 
undertake a tedious inland journey and a perilous 
voyage by sea to a rude and savage land? Why did he 
leave the fertile and sumny plain of Dinkelsbuehl to 
settle at last on the sterile soil and forbidden hills 
of Virginia? Neither lordly grant or royal appoint--- 
ment tempted him. It was enough that he had heard 
that in the New World there was religious freedom. 

With a martyr's devotion he could give up all for 
this; and so, like Abraham of old, he was called by 
the voice of God from the land of his fathers to found 
in a new nation, a race of men and women who worship 
God and love their fellow—men."™ 

The author of these lines felt the thrill of what 
his ancestors had accomplished; but neither he nor we 
can see, or understand all the answers to his quest- 
ions. This migration was but one in a chain of great 
events in the history of these people. Christianity 
had been drilled into their lives for hundreds of 
years. They had learned to think for themselves in 
religious matters. They were now ready for the 
"Chosen Land!'', 

These people brought with them their preacher, 
their school teacher, their customs, and language.

They intermarried and preserved their traditions for 
a number of generations. Today the descendants of 
Andreas Garr number tens of thousands and can be 
found in most every part of the land and in many 
foreign countries. 

Fielding Garr, son of Abraham and second great- 
grand-son of Andreas, our emigrant ancestor, was 
born Aug.19,1794 in Madison County, Virginia, where 
the Garrs had lived since coming to America in 1732. 
When he was nine years of age, Fielding's folks 
moved to Kentucky; then in two years, on to Wayne 
County, Indiana. Little did they realize what was 
in the making. Nevertheless, they were being 
moved into the path of the great Mormon Prophet 
with his epoch-making and divinely inspired doctrine. 


Fielding Garr married Pauline Turner, daughter 
of John Turner and Sarah Holman. John was sheriff 
and tax collector of Wayne County. The life of 
Fielding and Pauline was one of work: clearing land, 
planting, harvesting, building a home, and rearing 
a family of eleven children. 

Nancy Garr a daughter of Fielding often told her 
children how Joseph Smith once visited her mother's 
family, and how her mother was the first of her 
people to join the church. The teachings of this 
inspired young Prophet readily found favor in her 
mind, 

In 1840 when the family were getting ready to 
move to Winter Quarters, the mother Pauline died. 
On her dying bed her husband promised to keep the 
family together and with the church. The oldest 
daughter married and remained behind but Fielding 
kept his promise well. He and his sons brought 
a large herd of cattle to Utah and were very prom- 
inent in the livestock industry in the state. The 
posterity of these people are found most everywhere 
in the West.

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JULIUS CAESAR 
(See page 80) 


Julius Caesar was born 100 B.C.3 a nephew of 
Marius by the marriage of his Aunt Julia to Marius; 
his wife, a daughter of a prominent democratic 
leader; his daughter, wife of Pompey. He was a 
brilliant, ambitious, able politician; an accomplished 
orator, lawyer, and military leader. 


From McCabe's History of the Worlds 

"He was now thirty nine years old, and the dawn 
of his great career had come. A model of manly 
beauty, he was conscious of his personal attractions, 
and was accused of foppishness by his enemies. He 
had preserved through all his early dissipations the 
perfect bodily vigor which served him so well in 
after life, and he had now taken up habits of temp- 
erance. 

He was a master of fencing, riding, and swimming, 
and his capacity for performing sudden and arduous 
journeys was remarkable. For the sake of gaining 
time he usually traveled by night. His mental vigor 
rivaled that of his body. His power intuition was 
astonishing, and his memory was faultless; he never 
forgot anything. But what endeared him above all to 
his friends was his warm, generous heart, which never 
turned against a friend, but was ever faithful through 
good and evil fortune. 

Nor was this from calculation. Caesar loved his 
friends; no partisan of his ever had cause to com- 
plain of his coldness or ingratitude, and their feel- 
ings for him were evinced by their passionate out- 
burst of grief at his death. 

He cherished the purest veneration for his ‘ 
mother during her whole life, and he bore an honor- ~ 
able affection for his wives and his daughter Julia, 
which were not without their reward. 

Like all men of genius, Caesar was capable of 
supreme anger, but he ruled his temper perfectly. 

He was an eminently practical man and, discarding 
mere theories, rarely failed to seize upon the best 
and most suitable measure in the conduct of his 
operations. He never sought to hasten events, but 


waited with the calmmess of genius the proper moment 
for the execution of his designs. Whatever he under- 
took was marked by clearness of judgment, unfalter- 
ing firmmess, and a perfect independence of action, 
which no favorite nor mistress could control. 

As a general he was quick in conception, rapid 
in execution, with unerring genius detecting the 
weakness of his enemy, and striking every blow in 
its true place. He shared the dangers and hard- 
ships of his troops, and was their generous friend 
and comrade, as well as their inflexible commander. 
No wonder then, that victory followed where Caesar 
led. 

Such a man was of necessity a great statesman. 
From his early youth, Caesar was a statesman in 
the deepest sense of the term, and his aim was the 
highest which man is allowed to propose to him- 
self--the political, military, intellectual, and 
moral regeneration of his own deeply decayed 
Hellenic nation, intimately akin to his own. 

His measures, while they seemed at times to 
affect the present only, looked far into the fut- 
ure and, though cut down at the very entrance upon 
his great mission, he lifted the world up out of 
its degradation and made it greater and more noble 
for his having lived in it. 

Among all the gloom which enshrouded the hist- 
ory of this dim period, this great, grand figure 
stands out boldly: the most illustrious warrier, 
the most gifted statesman, the most perfect man of 
the ancient world." 


(This last statement, we have to question. ) 


However, so well liked was this man that the 


imperial titalss: Czar and Kaisar were derived from 
this name, Caesar. But he was killed by some of 
his ambitious friends (?) in March 44 B.C. 

It seems that one can well be proud of such an 
ancestor.

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THE SHEAFES 


The Sheafes were from Cranbrook, Kent, England, 


and were wealthy and successful master-—cloth manu- 
facturers. The cloth trade had prospered, and large 


fortunes were made by the "Grey Coats of Kent" as 
they were called. They dressed in grey. These 
Sheafe people and those who married into their fam- 
idy were cloth workers. 


The first of this family we have record of 
was Thomas Sheafe who was born about 1475. He 
lived in Cranbrook, Kent, England and had at least 
two sons: Richard and John. His will was proved 
10 July 1520 at Canterbury. 


Richard, his son, was born about 1510 and died 
in 1557. He had a short life of about 47 years. 
His wife was Elizabeth, and they had two sons: 
Thomas and William; also eight daughters. 


Thomas, our ancestor, was yeoman. He was born 
about 1535 and died in 1604, living 69 years. His 
wife was Mary Harman, and they had a large family 
of 15 children. The one on our list of ancestors 
was Elizabeth who married (1) John Ruck.
